a 50C p-'r cent increase over 19 40. 
Those who like staggering statistics can chew 
on these: All these checks could form a paper 
blanket cov ering 57 ,000 acres; if put on a 
scale they would weigh 52 million pounds; put 
one 
iop of the other they would make a 
stack 1,000 m iles high; if placed end to end 
they would reach 1,6 54,000 m iles past the 
moon. 
Since checks go through from nine to 18 
bank operations before finding their way back 
to the writer, banks and clearing houses would 
hav e been smothered long ago by this huge 
output where it not for the aid of electronics. 
About 8 0 per cent of all checks are now im­ 
printed with sy mbols in magnetic ink which 
can be “ read” by processing machines at the 
rate of many thousands an hour. 
The codes hav e been dubbed “ ny mbols” (num­ 
ber plus sy mbol), though the sy stem itself 
is referred to by the unwieldy term of Magnetic 
Ink Character Recognition.

It is not given to many men 
to enter the ninth decade of life. 
Even fewer are those who reach 
that age still capable of pur­ 
poseful work , who still have 
jaals ahead of them. 
Even rarer is the man who 
can reflect that in his life­ 
time he has received the high­ 
est honors his iellows can ac­ 
cord him.1 
Rarest of all is the man who 
can look back with the k nowl­ 
edge 
that, because he lived, 
literally millions of other hu­ 
man beings live. 
There is one man, however, 
who qualifies for each of these 
categories -- Herbert Clark 
Hoover, 31st president of the 
United States, now 90 years old. 
It was the misfortune of Her­ 
bert Hoover to be president on 
Oct. 29, 1929, when the New 
York stock mark et crashed and 
ushered in the worst depres­ 
sion in history. 
Now 
that the events which 
wrought his downfall have faded 
into the flat perspective of 


history, the real achievements 
of the man stand out in clearer 
relief. 
The young Hoover was the 
very 
model of the self-made 
man, the brainy, pluck -and- 
luck fellow who mak es the world 
his oyster. 
Born Aug. 10, 1874, at West 
Branch, Iowa, Hoover was an 
orphan at the age of 10. He 
was later tak en to Oregon by 
an uncle. 
Lik e a proper fictional hero, 
he work ed his way through the 
new Leland Stanford University 
in California and\jn 1897 went 
to Australia as a mining engi­ 
neer. 
In 1899, still following the 
script, he married Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, his one and 
only love affair, and went to 
China as a mining expert. He 
manned a machine gun at the 
siege of Tientsin during the 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. 
At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was In London directing 
50,000 employes in mining en­ 
terprises around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Com­ 
mission was formed in 1915, 
Hoover was appointed its head 
and is credited with saving the 
lives of some eight million per­ 
sons. Following the war, he fed 
whole nations, including Russia. 
Hoover 
entered 
the White 
House in a landslide in 1928. 
He went out under an avalanche 
in 1932, 
For 13 years he was simply 
an aging ex-president, until 
President Truman sent him on 
a 
tour of a famine-strick en 
world in 1946. Hoover’s ad­ 
ministrative genius saved the 
lives of more millions.

That is, perhaps, 
strip away some of the Civil 
Service armor which now pro­ 
tects the privileges of the drone 
as well asthe rights of the hard - 
work ers. 
There is a danger that the 
authority to "transfer or re­ 
move" employees, especially 
as is planned in the higher

might bring about 
a revival of the old spoils sys­ 
tem.

The Administration has the 
good wishes of the UAW, and 
it will lean over as far as it 
can to get what it wants 
w ithout 
embarrassing

candidate. Khrushchev has a t­ 
tack ed Goldwater, and pre­ 
sumably would mak e a m ini­ 
mum of trouble before election 
—but unhappily for LBJ, it’s 
Mao who will mak e the deci­ 
sion.

According to a leading check printer, the 
Burroughs 
Corp., 
some 15 billion checks 
were written, cashed and cancelled in 1962— 
a 50C r#fr cent increase over 1940. 
Those who like staggering statistics can chew 
on these: All these checks could form a paper 
blanket covering 57,000 acres; if put on a 
scale they would weigh 52 million pounds; put 
of the other they would make a

1,654,000 miles past the 
stack 1,000 miles

Since checks go through from nine to 18 
hank operations before finding their way back 
to the writer, franks and clearing houses would 
have been smothered long ago by this huge 
output where it not for the aid of electronics.

It is not given to many men 
to enter the ninth decade of life. 
Even fewer are those who reach

Even rarer is the man who 
can reflect that in his life­ 
time he has received the high­ 
est honors his fellows can ac­ 
cord him.1 
Rarest of all is the man who 
can look back with the knowl­ 
edge 
that, be< ause he lived, 
literally millions of other hu­ 
man beings live. 
There is one man, however, 
who qualifies for each of these 
categories -- Herbert Clark 
Hoover, 31st president of the 
United States, now 90 years old. 
It was the misfortune of Her­ 
bert Hoover to be president on 
Oct. 29, 1929, when the New 
York stock market crashed and 
ushered in the worst depres­ 
sion in history. 
Now 
that the events which 
wrought his downfall have faded 
into the flat perspective of 


history, the real achievements 
of the man stand out in clearer 
relief. 
The young Hoover was the 
very 
model of the self-made 
man, the brainy, pluck-and- 
luck fellow who makes the world 
his oyster. 
Born Aug. IO, 1874, at West 
Branch, Iowa, Hoover was an 
orphan at the age of IO. He 
was later taken to Oregon by 
an uncle. 
Like a proper fictional hero, 
he worked his way through the 
new Leland Stanford University 
in California and>jn 1897 went 
to Australia as a mining engi­ 
neer. 
In 1899, still following the 
script, he married Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, his one and 
only love affair, and went to 
China as a mining expert. He 
manned a machine gun at the 
siege of Tientsin during the 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. 
At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was in London directing 
50,000 employes in mining en­ 
terprises around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Com­ 
mission was formed in 1915, 
Hoover was appointed its head 
and is credited with saving the 
lives of some eight million per­ 
sons. Following the war, he fed 
whole nations, including Russia. 
Hoover 
entered 
the White 
House in a landslide in 1928. 
He went out under an avalanche 
in 1932. 
For 13 years he was simply 
an aging ex-president, until 
President Truman sent him on 
a 
tour of a famine-stricken 
world in 1946. Hoover’s ad­ 
ministrative genius saved the 
lives of more millions.

W ASHINGTON, Sept. I— 
Politics is a chancy business, 
and regardless of what the 
polls show at the moment, 
both major parties will ex­ 
perience

It was the misfortune of Her­ 
bert Hoov er to be president on 
Oct. 29, 1929, w-hen the New 
York stock market crashed and 
ushered in the worst depres­ 
sion in history. 
Now 
that the ev ents which 
wrought his downfall hav e faded 
into the flat perspectiv e of 


history, the real achiev ements 
of the man stand out in clearer 
relief. 
The young Hoov er was the 
v ery 
model of the self-made 
man, the brainy, pluck-and- 
luck fellow who makes the world 
his oyster. 
Born Aug. 10, 1874, at West 
Branch, Iowa, Hoov er was an 
orphan at the age of 10. He 
was later taken to Oregon by 
an uncle. 
Like a proper fictional hero, 
he worked his way through the 
new Leland Stanford Univ ersity 
in California and\Jn 1897 went 
to Australia as a mining engi­ 
neer. 
In 1899, still following the 
script, he married Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, his one and 
only lov e affair, and went to 
China as a mining expert. He 
manned a machine gun at the 
siege of Tientsin during the 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. 
At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was in London directing 
50,000 employes in mining en­ 
terprises around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Com­ 
mission was formed in 1915, 
Hoov er was appointed its head 
and is credited with sav ing the 
liv es of some eight million per­ 
sons. Following the war, he fed 
whole nations, including Russia. 
Hoov er 
entered 
the White 
House in a landslide in 1928. 
He went out under an av alanche 
in 1932. 
For 13 years he was simply 
an aging ex-president, until 
President Truman sent him on 
a 
tour of a famine-stricken 
world in 1946. Hoov er’s ad­ 
ministrativ e genius sav ed the 
liv es of more millions.

Another kind of population explosion has been

This is the tre­ 
mendous increase in the use of bank checks. 
According to a leading check printer, the 
Burroughs 
Corp., 
some 15 billion checks 
were written, cashed and cancelled in 1962— 
a SOC jit r cent increase over 1940. 
Those who like staggering statistics can chew 
on these: Ail these checks could form a paper 
blanket covering 57,000 acres; if put on a 
scale they would weigh 52 million pounds; put 
one o- top of the other they would make a 
stack 1,000 miles high; if placed end to end 
they would reach 1,654,000 miles past the 
moon. 
Since checks go through from nine to 18 
bank operations before finding their way back 
to the writer, banks and clearing houses would 
have been smothered long ago by this huge 
output where it not for the aid of electronics. 
About 80 per cent of all checks are now im­ 
printed with symbols in magnetic ink which 
can be “read” by processing machines at the 
rate of many thousands an hour. 
The codes have been dubbed “nymbols” (num­ 
ber plus symbol), though the system itself 
is referred to by the unwieldy term of Magnetic 
Ink Character Recognition. 
Unfortunately, the new checks are fully as 
elastic as the old kind. 
They still bounce 
from an overdrawn account.

Apparently motivated by a be­ 
lief that it is impossible to get 
something for nothing, the na­

National Federation of Indepen­ 
dent Business, oppose libera­ 
lizing social security payments. 
Voting on H. R. 11024 intro­ 
duced by Rep. Michael Feighan, 
Ohio, which would increase pay­ 
ments bv $35 per month, and 
lower retirement age for men 
from 65 to 62 and for women 
from 62 to 60, the business - 
men voted opposition by a ma­ 
jority of 68%, with 30% in favor, 
2% undecided. 
The heavy negative vote was

difficulties and that any in­ 
crease in benefits will only

This attitude was also prob­ 
ably hardened by further in­ 
formation that in arguing before 
the Supreme Court social se­ 
curity officials said that the 
social security system is not an 
insurance system. Their con­ 
tention was that the use of the 
term insurance is for public 
relations purpose, 
and that 
actually the social security col­ 
lects are a tax for the general 
use of the government and that 
no one is guaranteed benefits 
from the fund as the entire sy­ 
stem Is a welfare program that 
can be cancelled or curtailed by 
the Congress at any time.

It is not given to many men 
to enter the ninth decade of life. 
Even fewer are th o se who reach 
that age still capable of pur­ 
poseful work, who still have 
j'/.lls ahead of them. 
Even rarer is the man who 
can reflect that in his life­ 
time he has received the high­ 
est honors his fellows can ac­ 
cord him.* 
Rarest of all is the man who 
can look back with the knowl­ 
edge 
that, because he lived, 
literally millions of other hu­ 
man beings live. 
There is one man, however, 
who qualifies for each of these 
categories — Herbert Clark 
Hoover, 31st president of the 
United States, now 90 years old. 
It was the misfortune of Her­ 
bert Hoover to be president on 
Oct. 29, 1929, when the New 
York stock market crashed and 
ushered in the worst depres­ 
sion In history. 
Now 
that the events which 
wrought his downfall have faded 
into the flat perspective of 


history, the real achievements 
of the man stand out in clearer 
relief. 
The young Hoover was the 
very 
model of the self-made 
man, the brainy, pluck-and- 
luck fellow who makes the world 
his oyster. 
Born Aug. IO, 1874, at West 
Branch, Iowa, Hoover was an 
orphan at the age of IO. He 
was later taken to Oregon by 
an uncle. 
Like a proper fictional hero, 
he worked his way through the 
new Leland Stanford University 
in California andxjn 1897 went 
to Australia as a mining engi­ 
neer. 
In 1899, still following the 
script, he married Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, his one and 
only love affair, and went to 
China as a mining expert. He 
manned a machine gun at the 
siege of Tientsin during the 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. 
At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was in London directing 
50,000 employes in mining en­ 
terprises around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Com­ 
mission was formed in 1915, 
Hoover was appointed its head 
and is credited with saving the 
lives of some eight million per­ 
sons. Following the war, he fed 
whole nations, including Russia. 
Hoover 
entered 
the White 
House in a landslide in 1928. 
He went out under an avalanche 
in 1932. 
For 13 years he was simply 
an aging ex-president, until 
President Truman sent him on 
a 
tour of a famine-stricken 
world in 1946. Hoover’s ad­ 
ministrative genius saved the 
lives of more millions.

Be­ 
tween the regulations and the 
unions it’s surprising anyone 
ever leaves the Federal payroll, 
even the dead. 
Lately, Federal workers were 
given the 
largest single pay 
raise in history, and while this 
was being talked up we heard a 
great deal about improvement in 
the quality of the workers the 
U. S. would be able to hire. 
Certainly this won’t have the 
expected beneficial effect under 
a system 
which has come to 
mean lifetime tenure for all, 
good and bad alike.

Stuffed tom atoes a re d elec t­ 
ab le tr e a ts , easy -to -fix salad s 
and e a sy -to -s e rv e in the b ack­ 
y a rd . 
If c a rrie d to a picnic 
in an ice chest, they also make 
a good th irst quencher. 
A sm all tomato will equal about 
one serving, assuring little or 
no leftovers. 
Further, 
this 
tomato will provide nearly half 
the daily requirements of vita­ 
min A, say U.S. Department of 
Agriculture nutritionists. 
Traditional stuffing favorites 
include salads of: turkey, chick­ 
en, egg, ham, shrimp, kidney 
beans or potato. With a bit of 
imagination, 
other 
delicious 
flavor combinations can be cre­ 
ated and generously heaped into 
tomato shells. 
F irst, cut the whole tomato 
into 4 to 8 wedges to resemble 
a flower. Leave wedges con­ 
nected at the bottom of the 
tomato. Another m ethod-even 
better for carrying to a picnic 
--is to trim the top of the tomato 
and carefully remove the inside 
pulp. Dice and mix the pulp with 
the stuffing. 
Serving tomatoes often is a 
budgetwise move, too, as these 
gay red globes are one of our 
most plentiful vegetables this 
sum m er, according to USDA’s 
Agricultural 
Marketing Ser­ 
vice.

vs is usual, the seaso n co mes

I do ho pe that y o ur gardening 
o ffo rts so far this y ear have 
1 een bo th rewarding and pro fit, 
•ble. If in so me small way these 
•.o lumns 
have been helpful to 
y o u, then I have acco mplished 
my o bjectives, and I feel my 
time was well spent. 
Befo re leaving, I wo uld like 
to to ss o ut a few suggestio ns o n 
handling gardens fro m no w until 
fro st. Tho se o f y o u who have 
planted fall gardens and were 
fo rtunate eno ugh to get them up 
and gro wing in spite o f the 
heat and dro uth, remember, 
thin o ut the small seeded vege­ 
tables so thgy have a chance 
to pro perly gro w and mature. 
Weeds will need to be co n­ 
tro lled and 
insects watched 
carefully . 
If y ou hav e sweet potatoes, 
dig them before they g et chilled 
in the g round. A lig ht frost 
that nips the tops will not like­ 
ly hurt the potatoes unless the 
temperature stay s cool for a 
few day s. Remember) too, that 
the 
g round 
stay s 
warmer 
than the air for a short time. 
The key to g ood storag e of 
sweet potatoes is to dig care­ 
fully , handle carefully , 
cure 
at a temperature of 8 0 to 9 0 
deg rees fahrenheit for, 
ten 
day s, and store at a tempera­ 
ture of 55 to 65 deg rees. 
Any time y our sweet potatoes 
are subject to temperatures of 
50 deg rees or below for a peri­ 
od of more than 24 to 48 hours 
they become more subject to 
decay . So don't let y our sweets 
become chilled! 
Remember to harv est all ma- 
ture g reen tomatoes before the 
first frost. These are usually 
tomatoes about half size or 
larg er in which there is con­ 
siderable 
seed 
dev elopment. 
These tomatoes will g o on to 
ripen for sev eral weeks after 
the frost has killed the v ines. 
Keep these mature g reen to­

Fertility -Adequate fertility is 
a must. In order to be sure a- 
bout what and how much ferti­ 
lizer to apply y ou should hav e 
a soil test run. On soils that 
are inherently low in fertility 
basic application of limestone, 
superphosphate, and muriate or 
sulfate of potash a s recommen­ 
ded by y our soil test should 
be incorporated in the top 
4 
to 6 inches of the soil. 
J ust before seeding or sodding , 
broadcast and mix into the top 
1 inch of soil the starter fer­ 
tilizer recommended by y our 
soil test. If y ou hav en't run a 
soil test, use 8 to 10 lbs. of 
a 12-12-12 fertilizer or similar 
analy sis per 1,000 square feet 
of area. 
Seed Bed-Yo u sho uld have a 
smo o th and firm seed bed; do 
no t pulverize the so il until it 
is a dusty mulch. 
Variety -Yo u sho uld select a 
desirable variety . Hie mo st 
co mmo n being Kentucky Blue, 
grass. Other varieties available 
are Arbo retum, Delta, Newpo rt 
and Park. 
Seeding-Yo u 
sho uld 
evenly 
so w 1 to 2 lbs. o f bluegrass 
per 1,000 sq. ft. Do no t use a 
seed mix ture co ntaining ry e 
grass, bent grass, red to p o r 
tall fescue. 
Ho wever, if there is co nsider­ 
able shade in the area, it is 
desirable to use a mix ture o f 
red fescue at.d bluegrass.

The 1964 co tto n and so y bean 
harvest is no w o pening in the 
Bo o theel and while ex tended dry 
perio ds have cut pro ductio n in 
so me parts the y ield pro spects 
in the lo wer area, where rain 
fell at the right time late In 
the gro wing seaso n, are ex ­ 
ceptio nally bright. 
In Pemisco t co unty , fo r ex ­ 
ample, J. W. Bradfo rd, 
who 
farm s a sizeable acreage no rth 
o f Hay ti, predicted that the co t­ 
to n y ield will average o ver a 
bale-per-acre 
this 
seaso n. 
Tho usands o f acres that 
re­ 
ceived needed m o isture 
will 
pro duce mo re than that, he said. 
“ H iere will be a no rmal 
to 
better-than-no rmal y ield.” 
The o utlo o k fo r so y beans al­ 
so is go o d. Ed Tillman, o per­ 
ato r o f Hay ti grain elevato r, 
stated that the bean cro p in the 
co unty will be better than last 
y ear's. The principal difficulty 
with beans currently is in the 
late cro p, which was planted o n 
wheat land after the early sum­ 
mer wheat cro p was harvested. 
These beans are being attacked 
by wo rms and many farm ers 
are having them spray ed to save 
the cro p fro m being eaten up. 
Fo llo wing wheat with beans, 
in o rder to get two diflerent 
cro ps fro m the same acreage 
in the same y ear, alway s car­ 
ries mo re risks than spring- 
planted beans. 
The co rn cro p in Pemisco t 
co unty ran fro m go o d to po o r, 
also depending upo n when and 
ho w much rainfall came. One 
farm er said he pro duced an 
average o f 113.6 bushels per 
acre o n his while o thers he 
knew did well to make 50 o r 
GO. The lo wer Bo o theel wheat 
cro p came o ut well with many 
farm ers repo rting satisfacto ry 
y ields. 
Thus, it lo o ks like 1964 will 
eo do wn in the agricultural 
reco rd bo o ks as a go o d all. 
aro und cro p y ear fo r mo st farm- 
ers 
in 
the 
lo wer Bo o theel— 
at least tho se who received rain 
when needed. 
Co nsidering this aspect, I 
wo nder what has happened with 
all that irrigatio n talk we heard 
so 
much 
abo ut a number o f 
y ears ago . Only a fewy earsago 
we were chasing aro und So uth­ 
east Misso uri and No rtheast 
Arkansas attending irrigatio n 
field day s, newswise, and after 
seeing so many demo nstratio ns 
o f equipment and results, 
we 
co ncluded that within a few 
y ears mo st o f the farm ers in 
the two -state regio n wo uld use 
irrigatio n and they wo uld never 
have to wo rry again abo ut re ­ 
ceiving rain at the right time. 
The farm ers co uld then virtual, 
ly thumb their no ses at o le Mo th­ 
e r Nature. 


It hasn't panned out that way , 
howev er. Only a few weeks ag o 
headlines reported that 
this 
y ear sev eral million dollars 
of crop production would be lost 
in Southeast Missouri this y ear 
due mainly to the lack of rain­ 
fall. So we're asking -what has 
happened with irrig ation? 
It appears that after those 
couple of dry y ears when dis­ 
cussions of irrig ation occupied 
the attention of many leading 
farmers, the reg ion ran into 
some y ears of normal or near­ 
normal rainfall, making irrig a­ 
tion unnecessary , so interest 
in it waned. Now we hav e a sit­ 
uation in which another dry 
y ear has slipped up on many 
farms in Southeast Missouri, 
and since there was no irri­ 
g ation equipment on hand only 
the rainfall could furnish the 
needed moisture-and there just 
wasn't enoug h of it. Sev eral 
millions of dollars lost on crop 
production could hav e boug ht a 
lot of irrig ation wells 
and 
equipment. 


I DON'T KNOW HOW IT E 
in y o ur high scho o l, but the

PORTAGEVILLE — Under the 
current cotton ev aluation sy s­ 
tem and with the narrow dif­ 
ferences between g rades which 
will probably ex ist this fall, 
producers should look for re­ 
turns In terms of dollars per 
bala raUier 
than cents per 
pound, according to a reminder 
being circulated to producers 
and g inners by Missouri Cot­ 
ton Producers Association. 
MCPA notes that some form­ 
ers are Inclined to think of 
bale v alue as being set by 
g rade 
alone 
rather than by 
g rade, staple, micronaire and 
bale weig ht. Ev ery one likes hig h 
g rades, but to g et g rade from 
trashy cotton, weig ht must be 
sacrificed. 
Bale v alue is a compromise 
between 
weig ht 
and g rade. 
Furthermore, It must be kept 
in mind that It is a waste of 
money to clean cotton bey ond 
its potential color g rade. For 
ex ample, cotton which is only 
strict low middling in color 
should not be 
cleaned bey ond 
that g rade trashwise. The bale 
may be raised to middling or 
strict middling gray but the 
farmer has lo st mo ney in the 
pro cess; al*>ut o ne-half cenl 
per po und in addition to some 
fivp 
ten pounds bale weig ht, 
Tnd spinning 
performance of the 
o jtto n has not been Improv ed 
by the additio nal cleaning. 
An ex am’natio n o f the 1964 
lo an differences sho ws the close 
spread between Middling 
and 
the lo wer grades. This narrow 
margin between 
g rades means 
that the g rower and the g inner 
must give even 
more attention 
to harvesting and the amount 
o f machinery used to av oid 
ex cessive weight lo sses dur­ 
ing ginning. 
Care sho uld be taken in set­ 
ting the driers to prev ent o v­ 
erdry ing which damag es the use 
value o f the co tto n and in ad­ 
ditio n, 
each 
o ne percent of 
m o isture remov ed from the lint 
results in fiva po unds las » bale 
weight 
Thus ov erdry ing 
can 
cost both the producer and the 
mill money . 
Tests show the importance of 
proper moisture control. Ov ­ 
er dry ing sets the stag e, so to 
speak, for the fiber damag e 
during cleaning and g inning . 
This damag e shows up as re­ 
duced bale weig ht and staple 
leng th and lower spinning per­ 
formance. 
Tests 
hav e shown 
that from an ov er-all stand­ 
point it is best to hold the 
moisture content of the lint 
at six (plus or minus one per­ 
cent) for g inning and clean­ 
ing . In dry periods cotton may

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August Rains Above 
Normal In Bootheel 


PORTAGEVILLE - All agri­ 
cultural weather stations in the 
Bootheel reported above normal 
rainfall during the past month 
with the exception of Sikeston. 
Totals were: Delta Center 6.92, 
Sikeston 2.66, 
Malden 4.96, 
poplar Bluff 5.67, Portageville 
5.76, Caruthersville 7.24 and 
Kennett 8.23. 
Two periods of general show­ 
ers following the passage of 
told fronts accounted for the 
bulk of the rainfall. Scattered 
thundershowers 
caused even 
more variability in total mois­ 
ture than is indicated. 
Wheat beans were the crop 
most benefited by August rains. 
Insect problems, bollrot, and 
rankness 
of 
revived growth 
were some of the problems 
in cotton. Below normal temp­ 
eratures also slowed the ripen­ 
ing of the crop. 
In September we look for near 
normal rainfall and tempera­ 
tures. Normal rains are: Ca­ 
ruthersville 3.03 inches, Fisk 
3.35 inches, New Madrid 3.42 
inches, 
Poplar 
Bluff, 3.45 
inches, Dexter 
3.74 inches, 
M.rehouse 3.43 inches, Par­ 
ma 3.36 inches and Sikeston 
3.79 inches. 
Short term averages show: 
Kennett 2.97 inches, Charles­ 
ton 2.77 inches, Milden 2.30 
inches and Portageville 3.49 
inches. 
Rains are likely to occur on 
six to nine days of the month, 
generally as afternoon and ev­ 
ening 
showers 
or thunder­ 
showers. Storm 
centers will 
develop over the west and move 
well north of the Bootheel fol­ 
lowing a track to the Great 
flakes region. High pressure 
centers will also cross the 
country well to the north. How­ 
ever, the southern boundary of 
cool air will be able to pene­ 
trate 
Southeast 
Missouri at 
tim es. This could set up gen­ 
eral shower periods such as we 
encountered iii August. Fields 
will recover slowly in areas 
where repeated heavy showers 
in August required ditching to 
remove standing water. Five 
day and dilly forecasts should 
be followed closely to make full 
advantage of drying spells. 
Periodic shower periods will 
also maintain relative hum'dity 
at high levels during the nights, 
particularly 
with 
occasional 


cool temperatures. Cotton har­ 
vest bulletins will be released 
as the harvest gets under way. 
These will be prepared by the 
weather bureau office at the 
Delta Center, Portageville, and 
made available to radio sta­ 
tions each morning. 
Temperatures tend to drop 
gradually from mid-summer 
high points, and maximum daily 
values will range from the upper 
80s early in the month to the 
low 80s by the first of October. 
This will cause a reduction in 
soil water loss due to evapora­ 
tion, but we will still lose more 
moisture than we gain on the 
average by rainfall. 
Insect control measures will 
remain for some farmers dur­ 
ing the month. Check forecasts 
for 
wind 
conditions before 
scheduling 
applications. 
To 
make maximum use of time In 
the field during harvest time, 
listen for forecasts for gen­ 
eral planning. .When showers 
are indicated, their time of 
arrival 
in your area can be 
estimated closely by radar re­ 
ports.

Each of these steps when prof 
erly carried out is further in­ 
surance toward success. 
Fertility— Adequate fertility is 
a must. In order to be sure a- 
bout what and how much ferti­ 
lizer to apply you should have 
a soil test nm. On soils that 
are inherently low in fertility 
basic application of limestone, 
superphosphate, and muriate or 
sulfate of potash as recommen­ 
ded by your soil test should 
be incorporated in the top 
4 
to 6 inches of the soil. 
Just before seeding or sodding, 
broadcast and mix into the top 
I inch of soil the starter fer­ 
tilizer recommended by your 
soil test. If you haven't run a 
soil test, use 8 to IO lbs. of 
a 12-12-12 fertilizer or sim ilar 
analysis per 1,000 square feet 
of area. 
Seed Bed—You should have a 
smooth and firm seed bed; do 
not pulverize the soil until it 
is a dusty mulch. 
Variety—You should select a 
desirable variety. The most 
common being Kentucky Blue­ 
grass, Other varieties available 
are Arboretum, Delta, Newport 
and Park. 
Seeding—You 
should 
evenly 
sow I to 2 lbs. of bluegrass 
per 1,000 sq. ft. Do not use a 
seed mixture containing rye 
grass, bent grass, red top or 
tall fescue. 
However, if there is consider­ 
able shade in the area, it is 
desirable to use a mixture of 
red fescue ana bluegrass. The 
red fescue should compose 20 to 
40 per cent of the weight of 
the mixture. 
Generally fall seeding is the 
most successful. The best date 
for southeast Missouri being 
September I to September 15. 
MULCHING—After seeding, the 


seed may be covered by raking 
lightly or by mulching with sif- 
ted straw using I baleper 1,000 
sq. ft. The straw should be 4 
to 5 straws deep. On steep 
slopes, a special netting may 
be used to control erosion. 
WATERING—N e w ly 
seeded 
areas should be kept moist by 
frequent light waterings. After 
germination begins, it is espe­ 
cially important to prevent the 
soil from drying out until the 
seedlings h a v e established 
their root systems. 
MOWING-Mow the young grass 
as soon as it is taller than 
2 in.

MEMPHIS - Cotton harvest 
moved at a faster rate than 
a week earlier, according to 
the federal agricultural mar­ 
keting service. The hot, dry, 
September sun hastened matur­ 
ity. Defoliation increased and 
use 
of mechanical pickers 
gained momentum. Recent chop­ 
ping crews are now picking 
crews. Wages paid labor for 
picking varied from $2 to $3 
per hundredweight. Aerial ap­ 
plication of insecticides 
In­ 
creased to combat infestations 
of bollworms and boll weevils. 
Spot cotton trading on coun­ 
try markets increased. Farm ­ 
ers received from even loan lev­ 
els up to 85 points over for 
certain qualities. Sales of crop 
lots increased and amounted to 
several thousand bales in some 
instances. Buying 
on central 
markets eased off from last 
week and the supply of CCC 
cotton exerted less influence 
on the market than a week 
earlier. Farm ers 
sold cot­ 
tonseed to ginners at prices 
varying mostly from $44 to $50 
per ton. 
Domestic mill demand con­ 
tinued strong for prompt ship­ 
ment. 
Demand was best for 
strict low middling and higher 
white grades. Inquiries for for­ 
ward delivery decreased slight- 
ly from a week earlier. 
Foreign 
mill 
buying 
strengthened slightly from a 
week earlier. Prices improved 
and sales were more numer­ 
ous to mills in Europe and the 
Far East. 


It hasn't panned out that way, 
however. Only a few weeks ago 
headlines reported that 
this 
year several million dollars 
of crop production would be lost 
in Southeast Missouri this year 
due mainly to the lack of rain­ 
fall. So we're asking-what has 
happened with irrigation? 
It appears that after those 
couple of dry years when dis­ 
cussions of irrigation occupied 
the attention of many leading 
farmers, the region ran into 
some years of normal or near­ 
normal rainfall, making irriga­ 
tion unnecessary, so interest 
in it waned. Now we have a sit. 
nation in which another dry 
year has slipped up on many 
farms in Southeast Missouri, 
and since there was no irri­ 
gation equipment on hand only 
the rainfall could furnish the 
needed moisture—and there just 
wasn't enough of it. Several 
millions of dollars lost on crop 
production could have bought a 
lot of irrigation wells 
and 
equipment. 
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GARDEN ROUND-UP 
This will be the last This 
Week In The Garden column 
or the 1964 gardening season. 
vs is usual, the season comes 
md goes much too rapidly. 
I do hope that your gardening 
efforts so far this year have 
1 een both rewarding and profit- 
.hie. If in some small way these 
columns 
have been helpful to 
you, then I have accomplished 
my objectives, and I feel my 
time was well spent. 
Before leaving, I would like 
to toss out a few suggestions on 
handling gardens from now until 
frost. Those of you who have 
planted fall gardens and were 
fortunate enough to get them up 
and growing in spite of the 
heat and drouth, remember, 
thin out the small seeded vege­ 
tables so thgy have a chance 
to properly grow and mature. 
Weeds will need to be con­ 
trolled and insects watched 
carefully. 
If you have sweet potatoes, 
dig them before th«y get chilled 
in the ground. A light frost 
that nips the tops will not like- 
ly hurt the potatoes unless the 
tem perature stays cool for a 
few days. Remember^ too, that 
the 
ground 
stays 
warmer 
than the a ir for a short time. 
The key to good storage of 
sweet potatoes is to dig care­ 
fully, handle carefully, 
cure 
at a tem perature of 80 to 90 
degrees fahrenheit for. 
ten 
days, and store at a tempera­ 
ture of 55 to 65 degrees. 
Any time your sweet potatoes 
are subject to tem peratures of 
50 degrees or below for a peri­ 
od of more than 24 to 48 hours 
they become more subject to 
decay. So don't let your sweets 
become chilled! 
Remember to harvest all ma- 
tore green tomatoes before the 
first frost. These are usually 
tomatoes about half size o r 
larger in which there is con­ 
siderable 
seed 
development. 
These tomatoes will go on to 
ripen for several weeks after 
the frost has killed the vines. 
Keep these mature grew to­ 
matoes in a relatively 
cool 


place. Your basement is fine. 
Wrap them in tissue paper. This 
will help keep the moisture in 
the tomato and keep it from 
shrivelling. 
Wrapping 
them 
separately 
will prevent rots 
from spreading. Check them 
every few days and remove 
those that ripen. 
I 
don't 
suppose you have 
given any thought to next year's 
garden! I suggest you do so 
now. Three things come to mind 
that we can do between the first 
frost and the first snow. 
F irst, let's check on the fer­ 
tility level of the soil. Have your 
soil tested this fall. Ask at 
ypur 
county 
extension cen­ 
ter for a copy of Folder 48, 
Good Garden Soil. Full instruc­ 
tions are given on how to take 
a soil sample and where to 
send it. This folder gives a 
lot of other good information 
on fertilizing garden soils. 
Second, if you intend to put 
manure on your garden-either 
animal or poultry m anure-doit 
between the first frost and the 
first snow. Don't wait until 
next spring to put the manure 
on your garden. 
Third, get your garden fall 
plowed! M a k e arrangem ents for 
this now and do itany time after 
the first frost and until the 
ground becomes frozen, which is 
usually in early December.

The outlook for soybeans a1- 
so is good. Ed Tillman, oper­ 
ator of Hayti grain elevator, 
stated that the bean crop in the 
county will be better than last 
year's. The principal difficulty 
with beans currently is in the 
late crop, which was planted on 
wheat land after the early sum­ 
mer wheat crop was harvested. 
These beans are being attacked 
by worms and many farm ers 
are having them sprayed to save 
the crop from being eaten up. 
Following wheat with beans, 
in order to get two different 
crops from the same acreage 
in the same year, always car­ 
ries more risks than spring- 
planted beans. 
The corn crop in Pemiscot 
county ran from good to poor, 
also depending upon when and 
how much rainfall came. One 
farm er said he produced an 
average of 113.6 bushels per 
acre on his while others he 
knew did well to make 50 or 
60. The lower Bootheel wheat 
crop came out well with many 
farm ers reporting satisfactory 
yields. 
Thus, it looks like 1964 will 
eo down in the agricultural 
record books as a good all- 
around crop year for most farm- 
ers 
in 
the 
lower Bootheel- 
at least those who received rain 
when needed. 
Considering this aspect, I 
wonder what has happened with 
all that irrigation talk we heard 
so 
much 
about a number of 
years ago. Only a fewyearsago 
we were chasing around South­ 
east Missouri and Northeast 
Arkansas attending irrigation 
field days, newswise, and after 
seeing so many demonstrations 
of equipment and results, 
we 
concluded that within a few 
years most of the farm ers in 
the two-state region would use 
irrigation and they would never 
have to worry again about re- 
ceiving rain at the right time.

Picking wet cotton can cost 
you as much as $10 per bale. 
Here's how this may happen. 
Say you start picking cotton fair­ 
ly early in the morning when 
the moisture is around 16 or 
17 per cent lint moisture in 
the field. This cotton is dumped 
into the trailer. This means 
we have high moisture cotton 
in the bottom of the trailer. 
As picking progresses, the cot­ 
ton dries out. Therefore, the 
cotton in the too of the trailer 


has 
a 
level. 
The cotton now goes to the 
gin. The suction man starts 
feeding the drier cotton (that 
which is on top of the load) 
into the ginning system. As 
the suction man works down into 
the trailer, he will eventually 
hit the high moisture cotton 
picked early in the morning. 
By this time, the ginner may 
have adjusted his heat to pro­ 
perly take care of the drier 
cotton. With this low heat, the 
high moisture cotton in 
the 
bottom of the trailer will like­ 
ly be underdried. This 
will 
rr. DQ n a 
nmtoblv 
loss 
of 


lost staple length from 
the 
overdried side of the bale and 
grade on the underdried side. 
The classer assigns the lower 
grade and the shorter staple to 
the bale. 
This can happen, not only to 
the first bale ginned; it can 
happen to each tole on 
the 
trailer. In fact, this may easily 
result in four different grades 
from the cotton on a four- 
tole trailer. 
How do you prevent this mix­ 
ing of moisture on a trailer ? 
The simplest way is to wait 
about starting your pickers un­ 
til cotton is dry enough — pref­ 
erably 8 per cent lint moisture 
or less. This eliminates wet 
and dry cotton on the same 
trailer, usually results in bet­ 
ter grades, reduces the danger 
of fiber damage to the cotton. 
What about the man who feels 
he must pick cotton before it is 
down to 8 per cent? First of 
all, this man should thoroughly 
convince himself that he must 
pick wet cotton. T h e n , he should 
take such damp or wet cotton 
on to the gin and inform 
the 
ginner that it is damp 
or 
wet. The ginner can then do a 
better job of ginning this cot­ 
ton. The dry cotton picked later 
in the day would then be in a 
separate trailer. In this man­ 
ner, all cotton could be ginned 
to the best advantage, thus pro­ 
tecting grades, quality, 
and 
our cotton market. Again, re­ 
member the safest course is to 
wait until cotton has dried out 
before starting your picker in 
the morning. 
Brief guides for cotton de­ 
foliation, bottom 
defoliation, 
cotton picker care and adjust­ 
ment are available for farmers 
at all gins in Pemiscot County. 
This information was prepared 
by the Extension Service with 
assistance 
from 
machinery 
manufacturers and others di 
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rectly concerned with cotton. 
Many farmers may need to 
do bottom defoliation especial­ 
ly in the extremely tall cotton. 
This is one way to reduce boll 
rot anc! hasten maturity of the 
bottom crop. 
The proper care and opera­ 
tion of mechanical harvesters 
could 
easily 
make the dif­ 
ference between a profit or loss 
on this years cotton crop. 
The Boll Worm 
Still Hungry 
While boll worm damage has 
been slowed in cotton fields that 
have cut out (matured) it con­ 
tinues in the green sappy cot­ 
ton. Fields of this type should 
be checked and sprayed where 
necessary. 
Boll Worms in Soybeans 
Many soybean fields 
have 
been sprayed for boll worm or 
corn earworm damage. These 
worms eat the pads. Saving 
one bean pod per stalk would 
pay for the material to kill 
these worms. 
Check your field by taking 
hold of bean stalks while stand­ 
ing in the middle. Knock these 
stalks together then part them 
and look on the ground for a 
couple 
of 
minutes. 
You'll 
soon see the worms begin to 
crawl if present. The Green 
clover worm which tapers to­ 
ward either end generally does 
not bother pods but eats leaves. 
But the toll worm, darker col­ 
ored, which does not taper Is 
the pod eater. One toll worm 
every 3 feet or row is enough 
to justify spraying. For boll 
worm control in soybeans use 
3 pounds toxophene, or two 
pounds toxaphene plus I pound 
DDT or IV2 pounds carbaryl 
(sevm) per acre. Do not feed 
DDT or Toxaphene 
treated 


soybean forage to animals. 
There is no restriction on the 
use of the combined beans.

Picking wet cotton can cost 
you as much as $10 per bale. 
Here's how this may happen. 
Say you start pic king cotton fair­ 
ly early in the morning when 
the moisture is around 16 or 
17 per cent lint moisture in 
the field. This cotton is dumped 
into the trailer. This means 
we have high moisture cotton 
in the bottom of the trailer. 
As picking progresses, the cot­ 
ton dries out. Therefore, the 
cotton in the top of the trailer 
is drier. In fact, most of the 
cotton on the top of the trailer 


has 
a 
reasonable 
moisture 
level. 
The cotton now goes to the 
gin. The suction man starts 
feeding the drier cotton (that 
which is on top of the loacO 
into the ginning system. As 
the suction man works down into 
the trailer, he will eventually 
hit the high moisture cotton 
picked early in the morning. 
By this time, the ginner may 
have adjusted his heat to pro­ 
perly take care of the drier 
cotton. With this low heat, the 
high moisture cotton in 
the 
bottom of the trailer will like­ 
ly be underdried. This 
will 
mean a probably 
loss 
of 
grade. Thus, 
the farm er has 


lost staple length from 
the 
overdried side of the bale and 
grade on the underdried side. 
The classer assigns the lower 
grade and the shorter staple to 
the bale. 
This can happen, not only to 
the first bale ginned; it can 
happen to each tele on 
the 
trailer. In fact, this may easily 
result in four different grades 
from the cotton on a four- 
bale trailer. 
How do you prevent this mix­ 
ing of moisture on a trailer? 
The simplest way is to wait 
about starting your pickers un­ 
til cotton is dry enough .- pref­ 
erably 8 per cent lint moisture 
or less. This eliminates wet 
and dry cotton on the 
same 
trailer, usually results in bet­ 
ter grades, reduces the danger 
of fiber damage to the cotton. 
What about the man who feels 
he must pick cotton before it is 
down to 8 per cent? First 
of 
all, this man should thoroughly 
convince himself that he must 
pick wet cotton. Then, he should 
take such damp or wet cotton 
on to the gin and inform 
the 
ginner that it is damp 
or 
wet. The ginner can then do a 
better job of ginning this cot­ 
ton. The dry cotton picked later 
in the day would then be in a 
separate trailer. In this man­ 
ner, all cotton could be ginned 
to the best advantage, thus pro­ 
tecting grades, quality, 
and 
our cotton market. Again, re­ 
member the safest course is to 
wait until cotton has dried out 
before starting your picker in 
the morning. 
Brief guides for cotton de­ 
foliation, 
bottom 
defoliation, 
cotton picker care and adjust­ 
ment are available for farm ers 
at all gins in Pemiscot County. 
This information was prepared 
by the Extension Service with 
assistance 
from 
machinery 
manufacturers and others di- 
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rectly concerned with cotton. 
Many farm ers may need to 
do bottom defoliation especial­ 
ly in the extremely tail cotton. 
This is one way to reduce boll 
rot anti hasten maturity of the 
bottom crop. 
The proper care and opera­ 
tion of mechanical harvesters 
could 
easily 
make 
the dif­ 
ference between a profit or loss 
on this years cotton crop. 
The Boll Worm 
Still Hungry 
While boll worm damage has 
been slowed in cotton fields that 
have cut out (matured) it con­ 
tinues in the green sappy cot­ 
ton. Fields of this type should 
be checked and sprayed where 
necessary. 
Boll Worms in Soybeans 
Many soybean fields 
have 
been sprayed for boll worm or 
corn earworm damage. These 
worms eat the pads. Saving 
one bean pod per stalk would 
pay for the material to kill 
these worms. 
Check 
your field by taking 
hold of bean stalks while stand­ 
ing in the middle. Knock these 
stalks together then part them 
and look on the ground for a 
couple 
of 
minutes. 
You'll 
soon see the worms begin to 
crawl if present. The 
Green 
clover worm which tapers to­ 
ward either end generally does 
not bother pods but eats leaves. 
But the tell worm, darker col­ 
ored, which does not taper is 
the pod eater. One boll worm 
every 3 feet or row is enough 
to justify spraying. For boll 
worm control in soybeans use 
3 pounds toxophene, or two 
pounds toxaphene plus 1 pound 
DDT or IV2 pounds 
carteryl 
(sevin) per acre. Do not feed 
DDT or Toxaphene 
treated 


soybean 
forage to animals. 
There is no restriction on the 
use of the combined beans.

months to cause any break in

This boom is a very 
old one, as booms go. And 
there are some threats to 
prosperity on the horizon. 
If the UAW engages in a 
long strike against an auto­ 
maker, some impact on em­ 
ployment and spending would 
be felt. If the railroad labor 
trouble comes to a head, the 
effects could be even 'more 
serious. Yet, neither of these 
situations is directly of the 
Administration’s making. 


Can Expect Blame. Too 
However, for many years, 
it has been the practice for 
the “ins” to take credit for 
the livings w'e earn for our­ 
selves, so when there is much 
interruption, to living-making 
they can expect to reap some 
blame. 
A shooting war could de­ 
molish 
the 
carefully 
built 
peace atmosphere that the 
Administration is cultivating. 
The Viet, Nam war is so small, 
relatively, 
that it’s only a 
vague worry to most people. 
As yet, we have only a hand­ 
ful of troops in the Congo, 
and are not directly involved 


in Cyprus. 
The Administration has the 
good wishes of the UAW, and 
it will lean over as far as it 
can to get w’hat it wan s 
without 
embarrassing 
the 
candidate. Khrushchev has a t­ 
tacked Goldw’ater, and pre­ 
sumably would make a mini­ 
mum of trouble before election 
—but unhappily for LBJ, ifs 
Mao who will make the deci­ 
sion. 
It is a shame, of course, 
that the ins and the outs are 
to he judged by so many vot­ 
ers by matters over which 
politicians have so little real 
control. Certainly the boom 
owes little to the Government, 
and if a big shooting war 
starts it will be the Commu­ 
nists, not the Republicans or 
Democrats, who bring it on. 
Further,

voters

clear choice about their own 
futures, unlike that offered i 
many elections past. 
Mr. 
Johnson 
has 
hand­ 
picked an extremely liberal 
candidate,

welfare state on every front 


Beginning of New Era? 
Mr. Coldwater has chosen 
an outspoken conservative for 
his running mate, and dic­ 
tated a platform committed 
to reducing the size and ex­ 
pense of Government. 
Both men made the same 
decision—not to “balance the 
ticket” with candidates whose 
views are far from their own 
and not to write platforms 
which are all things to all 
men. 
If the voters can be as clear 
about their mandate as the 
candidates have been clear 
about where they stand, we 
could be seeing the beginning 
of a new era in American 
politics.

It was the misfortune of H er­ 
bert Hoover to be president on 
Oct. 29, 1929, w’hen the New 
York stock m arket crashed and 
ushered in the w orst depres­ 
sion in history. 
Now 
that the events which 
wrought his downfall have faded 
into the flat perspective of 


history, the real achievem ents 
of the man stand out in clearer 
relief. 
The 
young Hoover was the 
very 
model of the self-m ade 
man, the brainy, pluck-and- 
luck fellow w’ho makes the world 
his oyster. 
Born Aug. IO, 1874, at West 
Branch, Iowa, Hoover was an 
orphan at the age of IO. He 
was la ter taken to Oregon by 
an uncle. 


Like a proper fictional hero, 
he worked his way through the 
new Leland Stanford University 
in California a n d jn 1897 went 
to A ustralia as a mining engi­ 
neer. 
In 
1899, still following the 
scrip t, he m arried Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, his one and 
only love affair, and went to 
China as a mining expert. He 
manned a machine gun at the 
siege of Tientsin during the 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. 
At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was in London directing 
50,000 em ployes in mining en­ 
te rp rise s around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Com­ 
m ission was form ed In 1915, 
Hoover was appointed its head 
and is credited with saving the 
lives of som e eight million p e r­ 
sons. Following the war, he fed 
whole nations, including Russia. 
Hoover 
entered 
the White 
House in a landslide in 1928. 
He went out under an avalanche 
in 1932. 
F or 13 years he was simply 
an 
aging ex-president, until 
President Trum an sent him on 
a 
tour 
of a fam ine-stricken 
world in 1946, H oover's ad­ 
m inistrative 
genius saved the 
lives of m ore millions. 


Then, in 1947, Truman put him 
to work heading a commission 
on government reorganization, 
a task which received biparti­ 
san acclaim. 
Herbert Hoover has written 30 
books. He is just completing the 
fourth and last volume of his 
“ An American Epic,” the story 
of his World War n relief work.

There is one man, however, 
who qualifies for each of these 
categories -- Herbert Clark 
Hoover, 31st president of the 
United States, now 90 years old. 
It was the misfortune of Her­ 
bert Hoover to be president on 
Of t. 29, 1929, when the New' 
York stock market crashed and 
ushered in the worst depres­ 
sion in history. 
Now 
that the events which 
wrought his downfall have faded 
into the flat perspective of 


history, the real achievements 
of the man stand out in clearer 
relief. 
The young Hoover was the 
very 
model of the self-made 
man, the brainy, pluck-and- 
luck fellow who makes the world 
his oyster. 
Born Aug. IO, 1874, at West 
Branch, Iowa, Hoover was an 
orphan at the age of IO. He 
was later taken to Oregon by 
an uncle. 
Like a proper fictional hero, 
he worked his way through the 
new Leland Stanford University 
in California a n d jn 1897 went 
to Australia as a mining engi­ 
neer. 
In 1899, still 
following the 
script, he married Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, his one and 
only love affair, and went to 
China as a mining expert. He 
manned a machine gun at the 
siege of Tientsin during the 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. 
At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was in London directing 
50,000 employes in mining en­ 
terprises around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Com­ 
mission was formed in 1915, 
Hoover was appointed its head 
and is credited with saving the 
lives of some eight million per­ 
sons. Following the war, he fed 
whole nations, including Russia. 
Hoover 
entered 
the White 
House in a landslide in 1928. 
He went out under an avalanche 
in 1932. 
For 13 years he was simply 
an 
aging ex-president, until 
President Truman sent him on 
a 
tour of a famine-stricken 
world in 1946. Hoover’s ad­ 
ministrative genius saved the 
lives of more millions. 


Then, in 1947, Truman put him 
to work heading a commission 
on government reorganization, 
a task which received biparti­ 
san acclaim. 
Herbert Hoover has written 30 
looks. He is Just completing the 
fourth and last volume of his 
"An American Epic," the story 
of his World War II relief work.

vs is usual, the season conies

rapidly. 
I do hope that your gardening 
efforts so far this year have 
eeii both rewarding and profit- 
hie. If in some sm all way these 
'.olumns 
have been helpful to 
you, then I have accom plished 
my objectives, and I feel my 
tim e was well spent. 
Before leaving, I would like 
to toss out a few suggestions on 
handling gardens from now until 
frost. Those of you who have 
planted fall gardens and w ere 
fortunate enough to get them up 
and growing in spite of the 
heat and 
drouth, 
rem em ber, 
thin out tlie small seeded vege­ 
tables so thqy have a chance 
to properly grow and m ature. 
Weeds will need to be con­ 
trolled 
and 
insects watched 
carefully. 
If you have sweet potatoes, 
dig them before they get chilled 
in the ground. A light frost 
that nips the tops will not like­ 
ly hurt the potatoes unless the 
tem perature stays cool for a 
few days. Rem em ber, too, that 
the 
ground 
stays 
w arm er 
than the a ir for a short tim e. 
The key to good storage of 
sweet potatoes is to dig c a re . 
fully, handle carefully, 
cure 
at a tem perature of 80 to 90 
degrees 
fahrenheit for, 
ten 
days, and store at a tem pera­ 
ture of 55 to 65 degrees. 
Any tim e your sweet potatoes 
a re subject to tem peratures of 
50 degrees o r below for a p eri­ 
od of m ore than 24 to 48 hours 
they becom e m ore subject to 
decay. So don't let your sw eets 
become chilled! 


Rem em ber to harvest all m a­ 
ture green tomatoes before the 
first fro st. These a re usually 
tom atoes about half size o r 
la rg e r in which there is con­ 
siderable 
seed 
development. 
These tom atoes 
will go on to 
ripen for several weeks a fte r 
the frost has killed the vines. 
Keep these m ature green to­ 
m atoes in a relatively 
cool 


place. Your basem ent is fine. 
Wrap them in tissue paper. This 
will help keep the m oisture in 
the tomato and keep it from 
shrivelling. 
Wrapping 
them 
separately 
will prevent rots 
from 
spreading. Check them 
every few days and remove 
those that ripen.

given any thought to next year's 
garden! 
I suggest you do so 
now. Three things come to mind 
that we can do between the first 
frost and the first snow. 
F irst, le t's check on the fer­ 
tility level of the soil. Have your 
soil tested this fall. Ask at 
your 
county 
extension cen­ 
ter for a copy of Folder 48, 
Good Garden Soil. Full instruc. 
tions a re given on how to take 
a soil 
sam ple and where to 
send it. This folder gives a 
lot of other good information 
on fertilizing garden soils. 
Second, if you intend to put 
manure on your gard en -eith er 
animal o r poultry m anure-do it 
between the first frost and the 
first snow. Don't wait until 
next spring to put the manure 
on your garden. 
Third, get your garden fall 
plowed! M ake arrangem ents for 
this now and do ita n y tim ea fte r 
the first frost and until the 
ground becom es frozen, which is 
usually in early D ecem ber.

per ton. 
Domestic mill demand con­ 
tinued strong for prompt ship­ 
ment. 
Demand was best for 
strict low middling and higher 
white grades. Inquiries forfor- 
ward delivery decreased slight, 
ly from a week e a rlier.

buying 
strengthened slightly from a 
week e a rlie r. P rices improved 
and sales w ere m ore num er­ 
ous to m ills in Europe and the 
Far E ast. 


Bootheel IV ti I

The 1964 cotton and soybean 
harvest is now opening in the 
Bootheel and while extended dry 
periods have cut production in 
some parts the yield prospects 
in the lower area, where rain 
fell at the right time late in 
the growing season, are ex­ 
ceptionally bright. 
In Pemiscot county, for ex­ 
ample, J. W. Bradford, 
who 
farms a sizeable acreage north 
of Hayti, predicted that the cot­ 
ton yield will average over a 
bale-per-acre 
this 
season. 
Thousands of ac res that 
re­ 
ceived needed moisture 
will 
produce more than that, he said. 
“ There will be a normal 
to 
better-than-normal yield." 
Tile outlook for soybeans a1- 
>o is ,;ood. Ed Til'man, oper­ 
ator of Hayti grain elevator, 
stated that the bean crop in the 
county will be better than last 
year's. The principal difficulty 
with beans currently is in the 
late crop, which was planted on 
wheat land after the early sum­ 
mer wheat crop was harvested. 
These beans are being attacked 
by worms and many farm ers 
are having them sprayed to save 
die crop from being eaten up. 
Following wheat 
with beans, 
in order to get two diflerent 
crops from the sam e acreage 
in the same year, always c a r­ 
ries more risks than spring- 
planted beans. 
The corn crop in Pemiscot 
county ran from good to poor, 
also depending upon when and 
how much rainfall came. One 
farm er said he produced an 
average of 113.6 bushels per 
acre on his while others he 
knew did well to make 50 or 
60. The lower Bootheel wheat 
crop came out well with many 
farm ers reporting satisfactory 
yields. 
Thus, it looks like 1964 will 
so down in 
the agricultural 
record books as a good all- 
around crop year for most farm, 
ers 
in 
the 
lower Bootheel- 
at least those who received rain 
when needed. 
Considering this aspect, I 
wonder what has happened with 
all that irrigation talk we heard 
so 
much 
atxnit a number of 
years ago. Only a few years ago 
we were chasing around South­ 
east Missouri and Northeast 
Arkansas attending irrigation 
field days, newswise, and after 
seeing so many demonstrations 
of equipment and results, 
we 
concluded that within a few 
years most of the farm ers in 
the two-state region would use 
irrigation and they would never 
lave to worry again about re- 
ceiving rain at the right time. 
The farm ers could then virtual, 
ly thumb their noses at ole Moth­ 
e r Nature.

It hasn't panned out that way, 
however. Only a few weeks ago 
headlines reported that 
this 
year several 
million dollars 
of crop production would be lost 
in Southeast M issouri this year 
due mainly to the lack of rain­ 
fall. So w e're asklng-w hat has 
happened with irrigation? 
It appears that after those 
couple of dry years when dis­ 
cussions of irrigation occupied 
the attention of many leading 
farm ers, the region ran Into 
some years of normal or near­ 
normal rainfall, making irrig a­ 
tion unnecessary, so interest 
in it waned. Now we have a sit­ 
uation 
in which another dry 
year has slipped up on many 
farm s in Southeast M issouri, 
and since there was no ir r i­ 
gation equipment on hand only 
the rainfall could furnish the 
needed m oisture—and there just 
w asn't enough of it. Several 
millions of dollars lost on crop 
production could have bought a 
lot of irrigation wells 
and 
equipment.

Picking wet cotton can cost 
you as much as $10 per bale. 
H ere's how this may happen. 
Say you start picking cotton fair­ 
ly early in the morning when 
the moisture is around 16 o r 
17 per cent lint moisture in 
the field. This cotton is dumped 
into 
the trailer. This means 
we have high moisture cotton 
in the bottom of the trailer. 
As picking progresses, the cot­ 
ton dries out. Therefore, the 
cotton in the top of the trailer 
is drier. In fact, most of the 
cotton on the top of the trailer 


has 
a 
reasonable 
moisture 
level. 
The cotton now goes to the 
gin. The suction man starts 
feeding the drier cotton (that 
which is on top of the load) 
into 
the ginning system . As 
the suction man works down into 
the trailer, he will eventually 
hit 
the high moisture cotton 
picked early in the morning. 
By this time, the ginner may 
have adjusted his heat to pro­ 
perly take ca re of the drier 
cotton. With this low heat, the 
high moisture cotton in 
the 
bottom of the trailer will like- 
ly be underdried. This 
will 
mean a probably 
loss 
of 
grade. Thus, 
the farm er has

lost staple length from 
the 
overdried side of the bale and 
grade on die underdried side. 
Ttie classer assigns the loner 
grade and the shorter sup Ie to 
the hale. 
This can happen, not only to 
the first bale ginned; it can 
happen to each bale on 
tho 
trailer. In fact, this may ea aly 
result in four different grade.1 
from 
Hie cotton on a 
four- 
bale trailer. 
How do you prevent this mix­ 
ing of moisture on a trailer? 
The simplest way is to wait 
atxjut starting your pickers un­ 
til cotton is dry enough -- pref­ 
erably 8 per cent lint m oisture 
or less. This eliminates wet 
and dry cotton on the 
same 
trailer, usually results in bet­ 
ter grades, reduces the danger 
of fitter damage to the cotton. 
What about the man who feels 
he must pick cotton before it is 
down to 8 per cent? F irst 
of 
all, this man should thoroughly 
convince himself that he must 
pick wet cotton. Then, he should 
take such damp or wet cotton 
on to the gin and inform 
the 
ginner that it is damp 
or 
wet. The ginner can then do 
better job of ginning this cot- 
ton. The dry cotton picked late 
in the day would then be in a 
separate trailer. In this man­ 
ner, all cotton could be ginned 
to the best advantage, thus pro- 
tecting grades, quality, 
and 
our cotton market. Again, re­ 
member the safest course Is to 
wait until cotton has dried out 
before starting your picker in 
the morning. 
Brief guides tor cotton de­ 
foliation, 
bottom 
doolnition, 
cotton picker care and adjust­ 
ment a re available for farm ers 
at all gins in Pemiscot County. 
This information was prepared

While twill worm damage has 
been .slowed in cotton fields that 
have cut out (matured) it con­ 
tinues in the green sappy cot­ 
ton. bields of tills type should 
lie checked and sprayed where 
necessary. 
Boll Worms in Soybeans 
Many soybean fields 
have 
been sprayed for boll worm or 
corn earworm damage. These 
worms eat 
the jiads. Saving 
one bean {Hid per stalk would 
l>ay for the material to kill 
these worms. 
Check 
your field by taking 
hold of be n stalks while stand­ 
ing m tin n. 
die. Knock these 
stalks together then part them 
Hid look on the ground for a 
couple 
of 
minutes. 
You'll 
soon see the worm s begin to 
crawl if present. The 
Green 
clover worm which tapers to­ 
ward either end generally does 
not bother pods but eats leaves.
